Vietnam Charges Looting, Destruction 

China Troop Pullback Confirmed

BANGKOK. March 8 (NYTt — 
Western analysts said today that 
Chinese troops were withdrawing 
from Vietnam, destroying bridges, 
rail and road facilities, and other 
installations as they retreated 
toward the border. 

The reports were given support 
today by Hanoi radio broadcasts, 
which continued to accuse China of 
acts of war, burning and looting of 
property, and destruction of houses 
and a hospital. 

The analysts reported that Viet- 
namese troops were not harassing 
the retreat. In the analysis view. 
Vietnam’s forces have been so de- 
pleted and are so exhausted and 
short or supplies thaL they are un- 
able to offer significant resistance 
or launch a successful pursuit. The 
analysts reported, however, that a 


major movement of troops and 
supplies from ihe south toward the 
border was under way. despite the 
Chinese withdrawal. They said that 
Vietnam was moving men. equip- 
ment jnd supplies by road. rail, air 
and ship. 

The analysis believe that the

CAIRO. March ft (NYTl — Presi- 
dent Carter was welcomed to Egypt 
today hy large, friendh crowds as 
he opened his effort to conclude 
the drawn-out negotiations for an 
Egypt ian-lsraeli peace treaty. 

But as Mr. Carter jnd President 
Anwar Sjdat of Egypt held their in- 
itial Mission tonight .it the Tahru 
Palace. U.S officials expressed 
concern that new Egyptian propos- 
als may make Mr. Carter’s mission 
more difficult than Mime of them 
expected before leaving Washing- 
ton last night. 

A few hours before Mr. Carter’s 
arrival aboard Air Force One. Mr. 
Sadat and his Cabinet discussed 
the latest U.S. compromise ideas — 
accepted by Israel on Monday — to 
conclude the accord. 

“We have prepared our counter- 
proposals to the American propos- 
als and there will be j few 
changes.” Egyptian Premier Musta- 
pha Khalil said. 

Mr. Carter, who clearly was 
buoyed by the warm reception in 
the streets of Cairo by crowds esti- 
mated by U.S. officials to number 
in the hundreds of thousands, was 
hoping that the Egyptian ideas 
would not cause a setback in the 
negotiations. 

‘Shuttle' Possible 

Whal concerned Mr. Carter > 
aides was the possibility that the 
Egyptian ideas might raise prob- 
lems for Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin of Israel, who will receive 
Mr. Carter on Saturday night. If 
Mr. Carter is not able to reconcile 
the Egyptian and Israeli positions 
on the few but persistent problems 
holding up the peace treaty, it is 
possible that U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance will return here 
on a diplomatic “shuttle” while Mr.

JERUSALEM. March 8 |WP) — 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
said today that the Middle East 
peace negotiations were at a “very 
deli cate" 'juncture and that Presi- 
dent Carter must convince Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt to ac- 
cept the compromise proposals that 
l.-ruel has already approved. 

Amid growing indications that 
the Israeli Cabinet will resist sub- 
stantive changes to the compromise 
draft that it approved Monday by a 
narrow margin. Mr. Begin returned 
here to turn his attention to assuag- 
ing fears in his government that Is- 
rael faces yet another round of de- 
mands for concessions. 

'Israel awaits a positive reply 
from Egypt." Mr. Begin told re- 
porters on his arrival at Ben-Gu- 
rk*n Airport. But the prime minis- 
ter sounded a generally positive 
note in his remarks, speaking of a 
treaty signing not during Mr. 
Carter's visit to Jerusalem, but ir. 
“a week or two.” 

He also did not rule out the pos- 
sibility of another round of tripar- 
tite summit negotiations to resolve 
lingering differences between Israel 
and Egypt. 

Mr. Begin did not not say what 
he will do if Egypt demands 
changes in the treaty proposals, 
saying only that he would “read 
them.’’ But the prime minister said 


that he did not not expect to be 
pressured by Mr. Carter, “ft is not 
true that the president is coming to 
Israel to use pressure against us.” 
Mr. Begin said with some annoy- 
ance at the question. 

He also resolutely rejected 
suggestions that Mr. Carter is tak- 
ing a gamble in coming to the Mid- 
dle East. “The word ‘gam hie' 
should not be used together with 
the name President Jimmy Carter 
of the United States. . . St is abso- 
lutely improper to attach to him 
this word ‘gambling,’ ’’ Mr. Begin 
said, adding that the issues had 
carefully been thought out in the 
Washington talks. 

Mr. Begin characterized his visit 
to Washington as an unqualified 
success. He said that he had re- 
turned with proposals that “the 
whole (Israeli] nation can accept 
with a clear conscience and a quiet 
heart.” 

He said that he would brief his 
Cabinet tomorrow on the propos- 
als. as w-el! as the Foreign Affairs 
and Defense Committee of the 
Knesset (parliament}, providing the 
committee promises secrecy. He 
said that it is a matter of “life and 
death” that details do not leak 
from the committee.

Giscard Meets

ANKARA. March 8 — Premier 
Bulent Ecevit said today that the 
absence of an aid commitment 
from the Linked States is 
discouraging other nations from of- 
fering help at a critical lime in 
Turkey's history. 

“Unless the United States comes 
forth w-iih a substantial contribu- 
tion. this obviously has a discourag- 
ing effect on countries with smaller 
means.” he said. 

He expressed his disappointment 
at the "disheaneninglv slow pace” 
and the "unacceptable conditions” 
that have characterized negotia- 
tions for help since the four-power 
summit in January in Guadeloupe 
promised emergency help for Tur- 
key. 

“The United States has not yet 
given any indication of the contri- 
bution that she may be considering, 
if she is considering to contribute. ‘ 
the premier said. 

Furthermore, he said, the mili- 
tary support program now before 
the U.S. Congress fails short of 
Turkey’s needs. “Turkey was given 
to understand that such aid would 
contain some grant aid as well but 
n is not included in the package.” 
he said- “The amount is far from 
being enough” 


The new U.S. military aid pro- 
posal is for S300 million including 
S200 million in sales of military 
equipment on credit. S98 million in 
credits for non military purchases 
and $2 million for education and 
training. 

Mr. Ecevit. faced with the prob- 
lems of an almost, bankrupt nation 
and continuing terrorism despite 
martial law- in parts of the country, 
said that a failure of the West to 
offer help "inevitably” would have 
an impact on Turkey's foreign poli- 
cy but he made no direct threat to 


reconsider the nauon’s participa- 
tion in NATO. 

An impasse has developed in the 
lust week between Western nations, 
coordinating economic assistance 
for Turkey 'through the Office of 
Economic Development, and the 
Turkish’ government over the ques- 
tion of economic reforms in Tur- 
key. The Western group, led by 
West Germany and including the 
United Slates, has insisted that 
T urkey agree to strict economic re- 
straints proposed by the Iniema- 
( Continued on Page 2.

U.S. Controversy Over Mideast Arms Sales Widens

WASHINGTON CNYT) — In 
the wake of the Iranian upheaval, a 
controversy' is brewing -over plans 
by the Carter administration to 
step up the sale of advanced arms 
to pro-Western countries on the 
Gulf and in the Middle East. 

The administration, concerned 
over the implications of the crisis in 
Iran for the security of (he world’s 
most important oil-producing 
region, announced recently that it 
was prepared to expand its military 
involvement in and around the 
Gulf. 

As part of this policy. Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown visited Is- 
rael and three Arab states I ait 
month and discussed several pro- 
posals for increasing the U.S. mili- 
tary presence, including more fre- 
quent visits by naval ships and clos- 


er cooperation on defense matters 
between Washington and govern- 
ments in the region. But officials 
said that Mr. Brown found his 
hosts, particularly Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia, more interested in obtain- 
ing U.S. weapons. 

This situation has confronted 
President Carter with a dilemma. 
Many officials argue that the risks 
attached to. exporting vast amounts 
of military equipment to countries 
in the volatile' region were demon- 
strated amply during the revolt in 
Iran. The administration, however, 
is eager to show its support for 
moderate Arab states. 

Mr. Carter said on Feb. 27 that 
the administration wanted to 
strengthen the “capability of our 
friends and our allies who seek 
moderation and peace and stability 
to preserve the integrity of that 
region.” 


The administration has an- 
nounced that it will respond favor- 
ably to a $3Q0-million arms request 
from Yemen and a SI 40-mil I ion re- 
quest from the Sudan. The White 
House also is expected to be sym- 
pathetic toward much larger re- 
quests from Egypt and Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

But the deals with Yemen and 
the Sudan have already drawn fire 
from critics on Capitol Hill, and

Although the United States has

March 8 
(UPI) — A nationwide wildcat 
strike by white miners seeking to 
prolong white supremacy in the 
mines entered its second day today 
with the bulk of the workers ignor- 
ing management threats of a lock- 
out. 

The while miners walked off 
their jobs yesterday to protest gov- 
ernment moves that would eradi- 
cate the while monopoly on the 
higher-paid jobs in the mines. 

The crux of the dispute was a 
pending government report that 
was widely expected to offer blacks 
greater job opportunities in the 
mines by allowing them to have 
jobs (hat previously went exclusive- 
ly to white miners. 

Mining officials said that a few- 
of the 10.000 men estimated to be 
involved in the walkouts returned 
to work for the morning shift 
today. But they said that some min- 
ers left again after being told that 
they had lost (heir seniority and 
their accumulated benefits by their 
strike action. 

Ronnie Webb, president of the 
multiracial Trade Union Council, 
urged the mining companies not to 
give in to (he demands by the white 
miners, because of the impact that 
such a move would have abroad. 
“Our total foreign trade, including 
mineral exports, and South .Africa's 
national survival is at stake” he 
said.

Honduras Strike 

TEGUCIGALPA. Honduras. 
March 8 (UPI) — Hundreds or po- 
licemen sent in to break a strike at 
a textile plant in northern Hondu- 
ras killed at least three workers and 
injured dozens, witnesses said yes- 
terday. 

Officials said that a broke out af- 
ter the raid late Tuesday in San 
Pedro Sula. 160 miles north of the 
capital, causing an estimated 510 
million in damage. 

Witnesses said that the incident 
began when 400 workers struck to 
press . demands that included the 
firing of the plant's personnel chief- 
and two watchmen. Union officials 
had accused- the three of maltreat- 
ment and abuse of workers. 

Three hours after the strike 
began, witnesses said, hundreds of 
policemen broke into the plant, 
swinging their clubs dnd firing doz- 
ens of tear gas cannisters. The 
workers reportedly fought back. 

In a national television and radio 
address after the raid, the govern- 
ment said that the strike was part 
of a “subversion, agitation and pro- 
vocation plot aimed at creating a 
climate of instability and insecuri- 
ty." It warned workers, students, 
teachers and foreigners not to in- 
volve themselves in an ti -govern - 
mem activities “because the armed 
forces are ready to maintain, at all 
cost, order and social tranquility.”

Case for New Sales 

.Administration officials offer 
two basic arguments to justify new 
sales to the area. The first is that 
the collapse of Iran as a pillar of 
stability in the Gulf region has 
nude Saudi Arabia, Egjml and 
other ami-Communist Arab coun- 
tries much more important as po- 
tential bulwarks against Soviet mil- 
itary intervention. Noting that Mr. 
Carter has ruled out U.5. military 
bases in the area, defense aides 
maintain that the United States 
must depend largely on the military 
capacity of individual nations to 
protect Western oil supplies. 

Aides also argue that while the 
United States cannot be blamed for 
the shah's fall, the Iranian crisis has 
contributed to growing doubts in 
the region about Washington's will- 
ingness to back its friends. Thus, 
the offer of arms is viewed as a sig- 
nal or U.S. interest in the security 
of the region. 

Case Agairtsf New Sales 

While'supporters ot new sales ar- 
gue that the Iranian crisis has made 
exports to nearby nations more 
necessary, opponents assert that 
the shah's fall demonstrates the 
dangers inherent in such exports. 

Critics of new sales, such as Sen. 
Frank Church, the Idaho Democrat 
who is chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, main- 
tain that the threats facing the rap- 
idly modernizing Gulf states have 
little to do with Soviet power. They 
also say that arms are of little use 
in coping with the' internal strains 
created by the huge influx of new 
wealth from oil sales. To the extent 
that the countries are threatened by 
Soviet military action, the critics 
contend that the threat of direct 
U.S. action — and not local build- 
up's — is the only means of in- 
fluencing Moscow's behavior. 

Some critics further contend that 
arms sales themselves can contrib- 
ute to domestic instability. Some 
analysts say the decision by the 
shah to spend more than one-quar- 
ter of Iran's budget on the armed 
. forces fed social frustration and po- 
litical discontent. 

Finally, opponents argue that the 
Iranian qjistxle has illustrated the 
risks of advanced military equip- 
ment falling into the wrong bands. 
While the Iranian Air Force retains 
custody of the F-14 fighters, re- 
ports are circulating that sensitive 
information on the design of the 
planes has been stolen and given to 
Moscow. 

Outlook 

Although the While . House is 
proceeding with new sales, officials 
emphasize that the. Iranian pattern 
is unlikely to be repeated.- Mr. 
Carter, unlike his predecessors, ap- 
parently does not view sales as a 
substitute for U.S. power, and the 
.Pentagon has begun to formulate 
* plans for establishing a permanent 
naval presence in the Indian Ocean. 

Congressional pressure could 
force (he administration to work 
harder to justify the sales, but offi- 
cials doubt that this will lead to any 
essential change in the pattern of 
arms exports in the near future. 

“The major impediment to pur- 
suing a policy of real arms- sales 
restraint." one official said, “is the 
fact that we are only one of several 
nations that transfer large amounts 
of hardware to the region. Until we 
can agree with Moscow. London 
and Paris on a program for cutting 
back, we will have to continue to 
play the game.” 


Australia Boosts 
Police Authority 

CANBERRA. Australia. March 8 
( Reuters) — Australia plans to give 
its domestic security service new 
authority to tap telephones, open 
mail and search houses, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Under legislation introduced in 
Parliament, similar authority also 
was proposed for customs and nar- 
cotic agents. Attorney General Pe- 
tcT Du rack said that ihe Australian 
Security Intelligence Organization 
needed a new charter appropriate 
to current circumstances. 

“Australia faces a number of se- 
rious threats to its internal security, 
including persistent efforts on the 
pan of hostile intelligence agencies 
to obtain intelligence from within 
Australia.” he said. Under the 
government's proposals, the organi- 
zation also will be responsible for 
investigating all activities that 
threaten national security.

UN Council Votes

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y..

Subtle Mozambican Force Used on Ex- Collaborators

MAPUTO. Mozambique ( Wp) — 
At entrances to Mozambican gov- 
ernment ministries and in the front 
windows of many state and private 
businesses these davs are bulletin 
boands covered with photographs 
of employees, below each of which 
is a strange alphabet soup of ini- 
tials. 

The photos are of the country's 
cmnpromcridos. men and women 
identified as former collaborators 
with the Portuguese colonial pow- 
er: they are there for ail to see. 
along with information about the 
groups they served with. 

After years cf indecisiveness 
about how to deal with nationals of 
uncertain loyalty, the ruling Freli- 
mo Party seems finally to have 
been inspired by the Chinese — 
having come up with an approach 
that relies on social pressures and 
self-criticism, rather than on pris- 
ons and sanctions. 

It is a novel technique in Africa, 
and. if successful, one that could 
lead to a more humane way of 
treating political opponents than 
throwing them into prison, as many 
African governments prefer to do.

NAIROBI. March 8 — Invading 
Tanzanian soldiers and Ugandan 
exiles moved to within 50 miles of 
the Ugandan capital of Kampala 
today "without meeting resistance 
from President ldi' Amin's troops.

The diplomats said that two days 
ago the invaders apparently began 
to move beyond Lukaya. on the 
road north to Kampala, after shell- 
ing the town for several days. 


Diplomats in Kampala said the 
city of 400.000 was quiet, with fac- 
tories. schools ana government 
ministries operating normally. 
Asked about reports that Tanzani- 
an forces had advanced to within 
12 miles or Kampala, a diplomat 
said.

A Major Surprise From the Voyager Probe 


Space Puzzle: That Ring Around Jupiter 



PASADENA. Calif.. March 8 
(NYT) — Scientists at the lei Pro- 
pulsion Laboratory are studying 
photographs or a thin, faint ring of 
rocky denris. which was revealed 
yesterday io be circling Jupiter in 
!ls equatorial plane. 

The discovery was the first major 
surprise of the Voyager- 1 mission. 
Scientists had not expected to find 
a ring around Jupiter, and they do 
not know what to make of it. The 
ring is 54.000 miles out from the 
planet's upper deck of multicolored 
clouds, and welt inside the orbit of 
the innermost moon. AmaJthea. 

Scientists at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory concluded that there 
must be something about the giant 
outer planets that creates and 


can approach its primary body 
without being tom apart by gravi- 
tational tidal forces. 


There are at least five concentric 
rings around Uranus, according to 
observations made by Dr. James 
Elliott of Cornell University 
through a telescope on the Ames 
Research Center’s C-141 research 
lane. Some of the objects in the 
ran us rings may be at least a mile 
in diameter.

only Saturn had known rings. Tfe 
theory that explained how those 
rings could persist through the 43 
billion years of solar-sysrem evolu- 
tion also explained why Saturn was. ] 
the 'only' planet that could have a 1 
ring.

The brilliant rings of 
turn have been observed through 
ground-based telescopes since their 
discovery by Galileo in 1610. An 
airborne telescope detected rings 
around Uranus in 1977. Astro- 
nomers are now expected to exam- 
ine Neptune more carefully this 
spring to see if the outermost of the 
giant planets is ringed. 

Dr. Bradford Smith, the Univer- 
sity of Arizona astronomer who 
heads ihe Voyager photography 
team, said at a news conference 
that Voyager- 1 had photographed 
the ring as it crossed fhe equatorial 
plane of Jupiter last Sunday, about 
16 hours before the spacecraft’s 
closest approach to the planet. In 
an I!.2-minuie exposure photo- 
graph. the ring was shown as a long 
fuzzy white streak. The camera’s 
shutter had been left open on the 
chance that Jupiler did have some 
kind of ring of particles. Mr. Smith 
said, "but not really with any great 
expectations." 

Mr. Smith said that he and sever- 
al other scientists on the photogra- 
phy team noticed the streak Sun- 
day night, when they were examin- 
ing the computer-processed 
versions of the photograph. They 
delayed making an announcement, 
he >oid. unlit they could be sure 
that they were seeing a ring. 


Because Voyager's observations 
of the Jupiler ring were made from 
an edge-on perspective, Mr. Owen 
said, there was no way of determin- 
ing if wide concentric gaps existed 
in the swarms of debris, similar to 
the gaps in the Saturn and Uranus 
rings. 

Voyager-2, an identical space- 
craft that is four months away from 
its meeting with Jupiter, will be in- 
structed to take a string of photo- 
graphs as it crosses the region of 
the rings.

Messer became Mac the knife. 

Eclectic Adaptation 

Brecht s play is eclectic, havine 
b«n derived from John Guv's 
“Beggar's Opera." written in n'2K 
a' an attack on the corrupt Wal- 
pole government. Just after World 
War 1. Nigel Playfair revived the 
Gay opera at his Hammersmith 
playhouse and made a fortune. The 
Brecht adaptation shifts the scene 
from J8ih-ceniurj London to Soho 
at the time of .Edward VIl's corona- 
tion. In composing his Ivrics. 
Brecht appropriated chunks of Vil- 
lon and Kipling. Alfred Kerr, the 
drama critic, detected this and 
made public his discovery. Brecht, 
admitting his purloining, replied 
that he believed that good things 
should be shared and so had helped 
himself. 

The Skarabaeus company is 
young and full of bright ideas! It is 
ideally suited to the younger 
Brecht. Its realization of the rihald. 
caustic musical comedy is not in 
the grandiose manner of the 
author's productions of his late, 
work in East Berlin, but closer to 
the intimate cabaret of his begin- 
ning. that of the impudent Simpli- 
cissimus. which was his aesthetic 
cradle. 

There are but nine performers, 
but they are a versatile, inventive 


set of ijlenled beginners. They 
have made some staging changes, 
but none of these distort the text. 
The barrel organ has been banished 
as a hackeyed contraption and the 
presentation has been by necessity 
severely streamlined. It is a cham- 
ber version when compared to 
some of ihe lavish, busy spectacles 
the play has inspired. in the Pabst 
film, for example, the sequence in 
which the blind and maimed beg- 
gars go forth to halt the coronation 
parade was a mob scene. Here it is 
organized and discontinued by tele- 
phone calls. There are some amus- 
ing additions, such as Peachum 
flashing the portraits from his 
rogue's gallery on a screen as 
though he were a police chief. 

Cartoon Aspect 

Hans Peter Goes’ direction 
catches the cartoon aspect of the 
whole neatly and immediately. The 
lights go up to expose a slashing in- 
troduction to the London 
underworld, somewhat German- 
ized. to the tune describing the 
nefarious activities of the "hero.” 
Mackie Messer. The design or the 
show is that of u revue, with skits of 
savage humor interspersed with 
waspish songs. 

Brecht preached a theory of his- 
trionic alienation, cautioning actors 
not to enter emotionally into their 
roles hut to stand outside them. His 
anti-naturalistic notion is practiced 
here by the brittle, sudden snapp- 
ing-off of sceno and musical num- 


bers. a technique of the literary cafe 
platform. The east obeys the Brecht 
command under Goes’ guidance — 
representing types wiih a .stylish 
artifice. 

Martin Speer, a burly, blufr co- 
median of imposing tonnage is a 
perfect Peach uni. the conniving 
monster of the slimy lower depths 
who has organized the beggars' un- 
ion and controls it tyrannicully 
when not musing over’ his Bible. 
Tomrni Piper is a properly sinister 
Mackie. with his dashing dandy air 
and compulsive philandering. 
Kalja Rope's Polly, his secrci 
bride; Pola Kinski's Mrs. Peachum 
— the members of the company are 
vo youthful that the mother seems 
scarcely her daughter's elder — 
Cloos. the director, as a Goebbels- 
like sheriff. Caroline Chaniotleau's 
lusty Jenny. Dominique Valentin's 
Lucy. Gcrlinde Eger's Kitty and 
Wolfgang Roth Jackie's Filch, in a 
Nazi brown shirt, enter into the 
mocking spirit of the piece zestfully 
and render its sardonic lyrics and 
harsh melodies with a rich relish 
and commendable clarity. The eve- 
ning is one of novel and highly en- 
tertaining theatrical iiy. 

A second version of the same 
work, in French and hilled as 
"L'Opera de qua l 'sous." is installed 
at the Theatre Mogador. A co-pn> 
duciion of ihe Grenier de Toulouse 
and the same city's opera house, 
the Theaircdu Capilole. it is staged 
by Maurice Sarruzin and conducted 
hv .Ican-Louis Barbier. 


London: 'Semi-Detached’ Is Cool Satire

TON DON. March 8 (IHT) — 
U Writers who resist obvious 
tmmumem in their work, who 
jeni ambivalent about their mate- 
al. run the risk of universal rejec- 
on. neither preaching to the con- 
erted nor flatiering anyone's pre- 
jdiees. 

It is an attitude that often makes 
:or more satisfying theater, allow- 
ing the complexity and paradoxical 
nature of life to flourish ai the risk 
.if bewildering an audience. 

David Turner's *‘Semi- 
Deiaehed" is a notable example of 
the deadpan approach, a cool satire 
on rapacious suburban living which 
was one of the early black comedies 
of postwar British theater. Original- 
ly staged at a festival to mark the 
>pening of Coventry Cathedral in 
!%2. it was brought to London by 
Sir Laurence Olivier, with himself 
I miscast in the lead, went to Broad- 
U«vay and was made into a coarse- 
toned film retitled "Ail in the 
; Family.” 


On the strength of the writing 
and the clever construction. Turner 
was regarded as a stage dramatist 
of great promise, although he has 
since worked mainly in television. 
But the play, now revived at the 
Greenwich Theatre, with Leonard 
Ro.ssiter recreating his original role 
as the self-made rogue, has lost 
none of its bite. 

Enthusiastic Audience 

It also seems to have found an 
enthusiastic audience in this south 
London suburb, for all that it ex- 
poses the life they lead as a hypo- 
critical sham, devoted to making 
money and progress at the expense 
of higher aspirations. 

Fred Midway is the semi-de- 
tached hero, an archetypal sales- 
man who has worked his way up 
from nothing to a middle-class life., 
with a car he deans religiously eve- 
ry Sunday and a semi-detached 
house. His aim is to be completely 
detached — not only in his housing 
but in his wav of life. Detached. 


that i>. from any feelings that do 
not advance him socially. 

He is a devoted family man. al- 
though that does not stop hint from 
manipulating his children. Shame- 
lessly. He has married one daughter 
off to a rich ninny and is urging his 
other daughter into marriage with .i 
man who can be useful to him. In 
so doing, he feels he is merely emu- 
la rtng the wealthy public-school-ed- 
ucaied upper-middle classes who 
control the power. 

The play concentrates the action 
into one Sunday morning when ev- 
erything goes wrong. His married 
daughter wants to divorce her hus- 
band who is also about to be cut 
out of his powerful uncle's will. His 
other daughter’s boyfriend, he dis- 
covers. is already married. And his 
Min has impregnated a girl who. is 
also the mistress of the rich uncle. 

In a classic style. Midway juggles 
all these crises and scandals, turns 
them to his advantage and emerges 
at the end triumphant, heartlessly 
on the brink of achieving that 


dehumanization which he regards 
as the ruling social commandment. 
"To err i> only human — to forgive 
i.s bargaining from strength.” as he 
instruct > his children. 

Perhaps because the comedy is a 
tough and unpalatable one. the 
style of the production, under the 
direction of Alan Strachun and 
Leonard Rossi ter. is broad and 
unsubile. Rossi ter. who regards 
Fred Midway as one of his favorite 
rules, relies on a rent less display of 
hi- spiky angularities as an actor 
for laughs, his face and body in 
constant motion. It is. of its kind, 
an expert performance. Every gri- 
mace and grand gesture is precisely 
limed, as are those or Gillian Raine 
as his admiring wife, although in 
their scenes together they some- 
times appear to be communicating 
hv semaphore. 

The play’s style derives from Ihe 
comedies of Ben Jonson but it lacks 
the sense of moral absolutes implic- 
it in Jonson's verse so that the 
transgressions it displays never 
shock, even though they often 
amuse.

P ARIS (IHT) — The biggest. 

horse slaughterhouse in the 
world has closed and with it ends a 
chapter of the story of horsemeat in 
France. The closing of the Vau- 
girurd slaughterhouse is the end or 
slaughtering operations on a big 
scale in Paris, but the familiar 
horse's head sign will remain on the 
thousands or Parisian retail 
horse meat shops, whose supplies 
are now imported. 

It all started in June. 1866. when 
j Parisian veterinary - surgeon 
named Emile Ducroix offered 500 
gold francs to the first butcher to 
sell only horsemeat and the prefec- 
ture authorized trade in horsemeat. 
One month later the first buuch&ric 
fhfvullne opened near Place d’ltal- 
ie. Today there are more than 
10.000 of them in Paris and its sub- 
urbs. 

The introduction of horsemeat 
provoked strong feelings and 
polemics. Maxi me du Camp, a 
writer and one of the early photo- 
graphers. argued in his writings 
about Paris: "A few scientists ani- 
mated with excellent intentions 
who meet around well-stacked din- 
ner tables to eat truffled horse 
steaks. horse kidney marinated in 
champagne or horse tongue in to- 
mato sauce, to drink good wine and 
give elegant speeches, i.s not enough 
to win over deep prejudices and 
gain acceptance of (his new' nour- 
ishment. The poor know very well 
that horses killed for food are old 
and tired animals not really fit far 
consumption.” 

Mules and Donkeys 

Horsemeat. generally very lean, 
is eaten mostly as steak, raw 
ground meat or sausage. Parisians 
also eat the flesh of mules and don- 
keys. sold as delicacies by horse 
butchers. 

Although much ink has been 
spilled extolling the salubrious 
qualities of horsemeat. especially 
for children, the feeble and the 
aged, the biggest push toward 
horsemeat consumption was the 
Franco- Prussian War. in 1870-71. 
when 70.000 horses were consumed 
hy starving Parisians during the 
siege of Pans. 

At first, horses were slaughtered 
along with cattle and sheep in vari- 
ous slaughterhouses in Paris, but at 
the end of the Iasi century authori- 
ties ordered new slaughterhouses to 
be built in the southern pan of Par- 
is to centralize all the horse opera- 
tions and create the capacity to 
process more than 100.000 a year. 
The Vaugirard slaughterhouse was 
built between 1894 and 1897 and

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Toward Unity in Europe 


The new- European Monetary System was 
somewhat late in getting off the ground — it 
had been expected to begin on Jan. 1 — but 
it is now under way. This is good for world 
currency, which has seen too much specula- 
tion and wide swings in its free-floating anar- 
chy and could use even a partial form of con- 
trol. Bat more, the new program represents a 
practical and significant step toward unifica- 
tion by Western Europe. 

« * * 

To be sure. Great Britain is not in the pro- 
gram and the absence of the pound sterling is 
unfortunate. But Britain's absence and 
France's delay in adhering to a system it had 
been a leader in creating provide evidence of 
the obstacles to union which Western Europe 
has encountered since the war. Whatever spe- 
cific objections Britain might have had to the 
monetary system, there has always been a 
strong group in the country's ruling Labor 
Party which opposed the Common Market 
And France, which delayed its affirmative 
action because of problems caused by the ag- 
ricultural policy of the Co mm on Market (a 
very spiky issue since the union began) also 
has political difficulties with the European 
Economic Community. The legacy of 
Charles de Gaulle and his nationalistic ap- 
proach is still cherished by the Gaullists. 
That they are to the right while Labor oppo- 
nents of the Common Market are to the left 
is one illustration of the complexity of seek- 
ing Western European unity. 

That the goal is very important needs little 
elaboration. Two world wars began over Eu- 


ropean differences; the division between 
France and Germany was long in duration 
and bitter in its consequences. Now, it must 
be admitted. Europe will still be divided, 
even if the West establishes a working mone- 
tary system and expands the power of its par- 
liamentary branch, which is to be selected by 
popular vote. Germany itself is -split, and 
could be, by that fact alone, the cause of fu- 
ture acute troubles for the world. 

But this division has itself been a cause of 
closer association in the West — the North 
Atlantic Treaty and its organization were to 
provide protection against the Soviet-domi- 
nated East, and while France left the organi- 
zation. the substance of the Atlantic Alliance 
remains. 

* * * 

So there is a very genuine military alliance, 
if not the tight, unified affair that once was 
contemplated; an economic association that 
has done much for Western Europe even if it 
is also more complex in structure than it 
need be. And there are steps — tentative, to 
be sure — toward political union. 

Due to the postwar split between East and 
West, this is not the united Europe that was 
hoped For during World War II and in the 
first months after it ended. But it is an exam- 
ple of close international cooperation that 
could be useful in a time when fragmentation 
threatens many conflicts. And it does pro- 
vide a bastion for a group of states which 
have done much to shape, for good and iU, 
the world we know today.

Britain set up shop in what is now known 
as Southern Yemen in 1839 and let go in 
1967. in the interim imparting the taste for 
modernization that has helped make it in- 
creasingly hospitable to Soviet overtures in 
recent years. By contrast. Yemen /anguished 
under the Ottomans and later fell into the 
orbit of Saudi Arabia, also a feudal power. 
By reason of this colonial legacy there are 
two Yemens: hostile, divergent in ideology 
and outlook, both of them strategic enough 
and weak enough to attract virtually cease- 
less manipulation by external powers. 

* * * 

So it is that late in February, Soviet, Cu- 
ban and East German advisers on the scene 
evidently encouraged Southern Yemeni 
forces to cross the border. The Saudis, fright- 
ened at the specter of Soviet expansionism 
on their back doorstep, called on the United 
States to supply more help to Yemen in this 
small but nasty war. 

Wisely, we think, the Carter administra- 
tion decided it was not enough to warn the 
Russians, it was necessary to see that their 
Southern Yemeni clients are taught a lesson. 
In the post-Iran circumstances, the adminis- 
tration feels it must demonstrate it can com- 
pete effectively with Moscow at points where 
a Soviet challenge of U.S. security interests 
forces a test. 


So a carrier task force has been dispatched 
for the general messages that such shows of 
the flag can convey to adversaries and 
friends alike. Additional military supplies are 
being provided demonstratively to Yemen. 
Otherwise the United States is undertaking 
consultation on a larger military presence in 
the whole Gulf region and pushing for an 
Egypt- Israeli peace as a new foundation for 
an enhanced free-world strategic stand. 

Yemen is an unlikely and. some would say, 
unworthy vehicle to be loaded with so much 
geopolitical freight. It is small, backward, un- 
stable and not widely known as a champion 
of human rights. It cannot possible absorb 
the hundreds of millions of dollars of U.S. 
military equipment that the Saudis want to 
buy for it. The answer, we suppose, is to limit 
the gear actually sent to a level closer to what 
the Yemenis need and can use: in brief, to 
get on with the job. 

* * * 

The Arab League has undertaken a media- 
tion effort. Southern Yemen has formally 
accepted, but the fighting continues: South- 
ern Yemen attributes this to Yemeni rebels. 
The hope must be that the new display of 
U.S. resolve will help convince Southern 
Yemen to abandon this subterfuge and to 
put the Arab League’s peace plan into effect.

Indochina: After the Incursion 

The conflict between China and Vietnam is 
far from over despite the Chinese military 
withdrawal from Vietnam. Indeed, it has 
moved to another phase in which the two 
countries will be locked in an endless tussle 
and a prolonged period of animosity. 

From the Chinese point of view, the opera- 
tion was undoubtedly a success, in more than 
one way. . . [It has] exposed the myth of 
Vietnamese invincibility. 

Vietnam, which was clearly bent on be- 
coming the dominant force in the former In- 
dochina federation and extending its influ- 
ence to other parts of Southeast Asia, has 
received a check to its ambitions. It will now 
have to contend with Chinese intervention 
should it pursue its goal. 

By its action, Peking has also signaled to 
Southeast Asia that it has not given up its 
intention of being an effective power in the 
region and in this respect some might quietly 
welcome such a position to balance the influ- 
ence of Vietnam and the Soviet Union. . . 

Peking has also set a dangerous precedent: 
by its action, it has lent support to the con- 
cept that a powerful country could choose to 
punish a small errant nation at will regard- 
less of world opinion. 

Peking may call its action a counterattack 
in self-defense but when more than 100,000 
troops from both sides were pitted against 
each other the danger of miscalculation grew 


every day the battle continued. Moreover, 
Vietnam has not been forced to relinquish its 
grip on Cambodia and the risks of Soviet in- 
volvement in the region have not been 
reduced. . . 

The idea that a country as well-equipped 
militarily as Vietnam and with the backing of 
the Soviet Union will now reform itself and 
kowtow to its big neighbor is debatable, to 
say the least. China may have won a battle 
but the war may not be over.

U.S. Versus Carter? 


W ASHINGTON — Political 
appointees who run the 
Carter Justice Department are star- 
ing glumly at a report put together 
by a dozen agents of the FBI that 
raises questions about the honesty 
of President Carter's family busi- 
ness. 

New York Tunes reporter Nicho- 
las Horrocfc revealed this week that 
the preliminary FBI investigation 
of the Carter warehouse business 
had found that “large amounts of 
peanuts, the collateral for some $3 
million in commodity loans from 
the bank, had been moved out of 
the control of the bank.” This 
could mean that the Carter family 
was unlawfully misleading the 
bank, or making double use of its 
collateral, a technique their banker. 
Ben Lance, is known to have used. 

Justice Department sources has- 
tened to add that the FBI had pre- 
sented “no hard evidence that the 
president’s brother or bank offi- 
cials had colluded in falsifying 
documents”; at this stage, the law- 
breaking was described as merely a 
“technical" viola ton.' I wonder how 
many men sit in jail today insisting 
their violations were “technical!” 

Bitter Fruit 

The FBI was not ordered to con- 
duct this investigation until after 
some of us demanded to know why 
the president's partner-brother. Bil- 
ly Carter, took Fifth Amendment 
protection in December before the 
Lance grand jury. When Criminal 
Division chief Philip Heyraann was 
criticized in this space last year for 
neglecting to follow up that lead, 
he reluctantly authorized the spe- 
cific probe which is now bearing 
bitter fruit. 

Belatedly, the House and Senate 
Judiciary Committees have begun 
to do their duty. Under the Ethics 
in Government Act. signed into law 
by President Carter last Oct 26. the 
minority of either of those commit- 
tees may petition the attorney gen- 
eral for the appointment of a spe- 
cial prosecutor m matters involving 
the president. 

The other day — thanks to the 
initiative of one Republican fresh- 
man, Rep. Jim Sensenbrenner of 
Wisconsin — Attorney General 
Bell. Deputy Attorney General Ben 
Civiletti, and criminal chief Philip 
Heymann met with Republican 
members of the House Judiciary 
Committee and tried to explain 
why a special prosecutor would not 
be a good idea. The Carter appoint- 
ees pointed to a couple of loopholes 
in the Ethics Act through which 
Carter Justice might squeeze, and

hinted that perhaps an internal 
panel of reviewers, similar to the 
Namorato. Trio in the Lance case, 
might satisfy the demand for inde- 
pendence. 

But Carter Justice has already 
shown itself to be highly reluctant 
prosecutors of Carter friends. Evi- 
dence of Lance's possible law- 
breaking was delivered to Justice 
by the Controller of the Currency 
and the Senate as early as Septem- 
ber. 1977. After 18 months, the 
prosecution memo is still being ag- 
onizingly “reviewed.” and a draft 
indictment has not yet been writ- 
ten. 

Moreover, the Carter Internal 
Revenue Service has shown itself to 
be unusually gentle in its review of 
the Carter warehouse and personal 
taxes. Charges in this space that a 
“sweetheart audit” may have taken 
place .in the IRS Atlanta office 
seem to be substantiated by the 
preliminary FBI findings. IRS 
Commissioner Jerome Kurtz will 
someday be held accountable for 
any misfeasance, but Chairman A1 
Ullman of the Joint Committee on 
Taxation is still unwilling to step 
up to his oversight responsibility; 
only an independent special pro- 
secutor is likdy to find what took 
place inside the IRS. 

In a matter goinj* directly to the 
president's reputation for personal 
honesty, let us stick to the law. The 
Ethics in Government Act. Public 
Law 9S-S21. required the chief jus- 
tice of the U rated States to appoint 
a three-judge panel to select a spe- 
cial prosecutor upon request by the 
attorney general. On Jan. 12, Chief 
Justice Burger appointed U.S. Rob- 
ert Robb of the District of Colum- 
bia Circuit to preside, with J. Ed- 
ward Lutnbard. senior judge of the 
Second Circuit in New York and 
Lewis Render Morgan, senior judge 
of the Fifth Circuit in Georgia. 

1 trust Robb. Lumbard and Mor- 
gan to choose a special prosecutor 
who will select a staff and move 
with dispatch; I do not trust pro- 
secutors Bell. Civiletti and Hey- 
mann (honest men. all) not only be- 
cause it is wrong for a man to be 
judge in his own case, but because 
it is a slap in the face to the elector- 
ate to circumvent a constitutional 
process so recently set up to deal 
with precisely this kind of case. 

Potential Fraud 

Remember, we are not dealing 
merely with charges against Billy 
Carter — we are dealing with po- 
tential fraud, conspiracy to misap- 
ply bank funds and tax evasion in a 
company 63 percent owned by 
President Carter. We are not look- 
ing merely at a trick with collateral 


to increase cash flow, but also into 
a long-delayed Federal Election 
Commission' report, a questionable 
IRS audit, a closely related 18- 
month criminal investigation, and a 
two-year pattern of deliberate with- 
holding of pertinent operating 
statements of the Carter 
warehouses bv the Carter press sec- 
retary and White House legal coun- 
sel. 

The lime is past for brushing 
aside suspicion as motivated by 
partisanship or vengeance. The 
time is ripe for a new Special Prose- 
cution Force to crack this case 
cleanly and expeditiously. The lime 
has come for the Congress to do its 
duty, and for the Department of 
Justice to obey the law.

Nuclear Safeguards 

Tom Wicker writes (IHT. March 
3-4) in “No Nuclear Credibility” 
that “after 200 tons of uranium dis- 
appeared in 1968 (apparently di- 
verted from Italy to Israel), neither 
the European Atomic Energy Com- 
munity nor the International 
Atomic Energy Agency did any- 
thing to prove their security 
arrangements. . . 

This statement is inaccurate and 
misleading. The uranium was not 
under IAEA safeguards and the 
1AFA was. therefore, completely 
unaware of the incident until it was 
reported to the press at Salzburg in 
1477. As we said at the time. iF ma- 
terial under IAEA safeguards had 
disappeared, the disappearance 
would immediately have Wen re- 
ported to our 34-nation hoard of 


governors. If the board derided 
that this was a breach of a safe- 
guards agreement (and the disap- 
pearance of a significant quantity 
of nuclear material would almost 
certainly be a breach) the board 
would report the matter to the Se- 
curity Council, the General Assem- 
bly of ihe UN and to. nit member 
slates and impose other statutory 
sanctions. . . 

In the 20 years of our safeguards 
operation, there has been no case of 
diversion or IAEA-safeguarded 
material. The problem is not inade- 
quate international safeguards hut 
the absence of such safeguards in 
certain critical countries.

B OSTON — The drama of Presi- 
dent Carter’s trip, however it 
turns out, makes dear how extraor- 
dinarily personal the diplomacy of 
the Middle East has become. The 
search for peace between Israel and 
Egypt, over the last 18 months, has 
turned largely on the personalities 
of Anwar Sadat. Menachem Begin 
and Jimmy Carter. 

Each of them has token on enor- 
mous risk. Each has come under se- 
vere political strain. Each has been 
tested in skill and resolve. And 
each. I am convinced, has got the 
fundamental decisions right. 

The boldness of President 
Sadat's role is most obvious. He 
made the decision from which ev- 
erything else has sprung: to deal di- 
rectly with Israel. His visit to 
Jerusalem is now so much a part of 
history that many have come to 
take it for granted. We should re- 
mind ourselves what courage it 
took to break with the symbolism 
of 30 years, the Arab ostracism of 
Israel. 

Heavy Price 

Sadat has paid a heavy political 
price for his vision. In much of the 
Arab world his name has become 
an expletive. But even the rcjection- 
ists joined al the Baghdad Confer- 
ence in offering to accept Israel as 
a fact of life if it withdrew from 
Arab territory. Sadat’s fundamen- 
tal decision to recognize Israel has 
permanently changed the Middle 
East equation. 

But Prime Minister Begin has 
also been bold — more so than has 
been generally recognized. His fun- 
damental derision was to give up 
ail of the occupied Sinai in return 
Tor true peace: every air base, every 
settlement. Without that accept- 
ance of complete withdrawal, it is 

E lain that negotiations could never 
Live got off the ground. 

Few Americans realize how hard 
the Sinai decision was for Begin. It 
contradicted personal commit- 
ments. He had signed on to become 
a member of one of the Sinai settle- 
ments. promising to live there when 
he retired. Politically, the settle- 
ments and the Sinai air bases were 
awkwurd. The Labor opposition ar- 
gued persistently that somehow 
complete withdrawal should have 
been uvoided. 

When Begin came back from 
Camp David last Tall, the emotions 
of that surprise achievement car- 
ried him through to victory in the 

Knesset. But even then he tri- 
umphed only with the temporary 
help of the opposition. His own 
party was bitterly divided, not only 
over tlie Sinai but over Begin’s 
agreement to “autonomy" for the 
West Bank and Gaza.

The delay in the treaty negotia- 
tions — for which Begin’s tendency 
to legalism was in some measure re- 
sponsible — increased the political 
strain in Israel. The deliberate am- 
biguities of the Camp David agree- 
ments were dissected.

4 
abstaining. 

Al the end Begin played a diffi- 
cult hand with great skill. Publicly, 
he hammered away at an issue that 
many experts thought was second- 
ary: the formally binding nature of 
the peace treaty. When President 
Carter offered language to deal 
with that. Begin apparently made a 
concession on what was really im- 
portant to Sadat: linkage between 
the Israeli- Egyptian treaty and au- 
tonomy on the West Bank. Begin 
agreed to set a one-year target for 
negotiating the mechanisms of an 
autonomy election. 

President Carter’s fundamental 
decision was to play an active, pub- 
lic role in the negotiations. When 
Israel and Egypt were stymied on 
an issue, he took a position on how 
it could be solved; fie put a plan on 
the table. It was a role different 
from anything the United States 
had undertaken in all the years of 
talk about peace in the Middle 
East. 

Going; Beyond 

For going beyond the ordinary 
pasture of a mediator. Carter took 
terrible abuse. He was accused of 
pressuring Israel, of tilting toward 
Egypt, of conspiring: charges that I 
think historians wifi see as at best 
hysteria, at worst ugly lies.

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China Said 
Willing on 
Japan Loan 

$8-Billioii in Credits 
Awaits Peking Assent 

TOKYO. March 8 (AP-DJ) — Ja- 
pan and China in effect have 
reached a basic agreement on S8 
billion in loans to finance Chinese 
imports, of Heals said today, al- 
though the accord still awaits final 
approval from Peking. 

Under the agreement a syndicate 
of 22 major Japanese banks would 
provide China with S2 billion in 
dollar-denominated loans over a 
five-year period, hanking officials 
said. 

Headed by the Bank or Tokyo, 
the banks proposed interest of 
0.625 percent above the prevailing 
London interbank offered rate 
(Libor). The Chinese wanted a low- 
er rale, but basically accepted the 
Japanese proposal, officials said. 

Short-Term Loans 

The Chinese are scheduled to 
send a formal, reply after they re- 
turn to Peking. Japanese bank offi- 
cials are understood to “be posi- 
tive" that the Chinese will accept 
their proposed interest rate. 

Individual Japanese banks also 
will provide up to $6 billion in 
short-term loans with an annual in- 
terest rate of the prevailing Libor 
plus 0.375 percent. 

The financing formula had been 
worked out by the 22 Japanese 
banks before the Bank or China 
mission arrived here Feb. 22 to seek 
financing for imports from Japan. 
Under an eight-year trade agree- 
ment signed a year ago. bilateral 
trade is expected to amount to S20 
billion by 1985. 

[Meanwhile, a Japanese survey 
team confirmed the feasibility or 
constructing four big dams with 
hydro-electric plants along the 
Yangtze and Yellow rivers in cen- 
tral China, a spokesman for the 
Federation of Electric Power Com- 
panies said today. Reuters report- 
ed.!

AEG-Tdefunken Estimates ’ 78 Loss 

AEG-Telefunken. in a preliminary shareholders' 
report, estimates it had a consolidated net loss of 
around 350 million Deutsche marks last year com-, 
pared to a profit of around S million DM in 1977. In 
1976. it reported a net profit of 397 million DM. It 
>ays the bulk of last year's loss is due to debts as- 

su'med as a result of Ihe dissolution of its joint own- 
ership with Siemens of Kraftwerk Union, which 
amounted to 215 million DM more than the 1.2 bil- 
lion DM it had committed to reserves for this pur- 
pose. Turnover last year was 14.1 billion DM. down 
from the year-earlier s 14.3 billion DM. Domestic 
sales rose 4 percent while foreign turnover fell 6 per- 
cent due. in targe part, to the revaluation of (he 
mark and completion or a series of large foreign con- 
tracts. Deputy chairman Horst Brandt says the com- 
pany does not foresee paving a dividend before 
198 1. 

Lancia* Saah~Scania in Joint Project 

Fiat's Lancia division and Saab-Scania of Sweden 
have signed letters of intent to jointly develop and 
manufacture common components for a car to be 
produced in the I^SQs. Fiat says the letters of intent 


do not foresee creation or common manufacturing 
plants or any type of merger. Rut says the adminis- 
trative boards of Lancia and Saab-Scania are to act 
on the accord before April 6. 

Chrysler Asks Suppliers to Cut Prices 

Chrysler is asking many of its suppliers to reduce 
prices and. in effect, share the No. 3 automaker's 
financial pinch. Suppliers say Chrysler has been 
pressuring them for about a month to cut prices by 1 
to 2 percent, in some cases retroactive to Jon 1. 
Chrysler officially declines to comment on the sub- 
ject. A spokesman declares that Chrysler mounts a 
“constant effort to contain costs." while the indus- 
try typically keeps suppliers under constant pressure 
to hold prices down. Chrysler apparently is the only- 
automaker currently pushing Tor a broad rollhack. 
Executives at several suppliers link the current cam- 
paign to the new administration of Lee lacocca. 
Since he was named president last November, (he 
former Ford Motor president has declared cutting 
costs one of his top priorities. Outlays to suppliers 
are particularly important to Chrysler because it 
buys more of its components from' outside sources 
than Ford or General Motors. 


Fed Details Massive Dollar-Support Aid 


NEW YORK. March 8 (IHTl — 
The United States nearly tripled its 
foreign exchange market interven- 
tion in the quarter ended Jan. 31 
from the preceding quarter, spend- 
ing $6.86 billion on the dollar-sup- 
port program announced bv Presi- 
dent Carter on Nov. I. the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York report- 
ed yesterday. 

In one 24-hour period alone, it 
spent the equivalent or nearly SI 
billion in foreign currencies topur- 
chose dollars. Scoit Pardee, senior 
vice president of the New York 
.Fed. said. In the past. 5200 million 
in one day was considered a high 
degree of intervention. On the 
heaviest dav of intervention, the 
Fed sold S300 million in foreign 
currencies in an hour. 

Anthony Solomon. Treasury un- 
der secretary, said earlier that since 
the end of Januarv, the United 
States has recouped much of its 
outlays and that its doltar-suppon 
resources, which amount to S30 bil- 
lion. “ have hardfv been used."

IMF Panel Requests Study 
Of Substitution Account

WASHINGTON. March 8 tWP) 
— The International Monetary 
Fund's policymaking Interim Com- 
mittee authorized yesterday a study 
of a “substitution account’' with a 
report to be made at the IMF's an- 
nual meeting next September in 
Belgrade. 

A substitution account would al- 
low countries holding what they be- 
lieve are excess amounts of dollars 
to exchange them at the IMF for 
special drawing rights — an IMF- 
cncatcd reserve unit. 

■pie decision to gp ahead with a 
serious study or such an account 
was a triumph for those countries 
that believe it is a step necessary 
for strengthening the U.S. dollar. 
But a communique issued last night 
said the purpose “would be to take 
a farther step toward making the 
SDR the principal reserve asset in 
the international monerary 
system." 

This is in deference to the U.S. 
position, which has been willing to 
go along with a study of the lang- 
aebaicd idea provided that it was 
an effort to enhance the prestige of 
the SDR and not considered a Col- 
lar-propping measure, 

Committee Chairman Denis

A E- Hoichner has been put togeth- 
er purportedly in Sophia sown 
voice (it’s told in the Grst pereon) 
after four months of intensive daily 
interviews. The other, by. A|an 
Levy, is based on having visited 
Loren “nine different times. 

The jacket copy of the Hotchner 
book promises to reveal how Loren 
“overcame the ravages of war, tne 
rebuffs of Rome's movie people, 
the fury of the Catholic Church 
and criminal prosecution for adul- 
tery and public sinning. There was 
agony, too, in the choice of a hus- 
band between Cary Grant and Car- 
lo Ponti. Her incredible fight to 
have a child was frustrated by mis- 
carriages and enormous physical 
and emotional suffering." 

So what else do you want? WelL 
what I wanted was more colloquial 
flavor of Sophia Loren ta lk i n g To 
me, the Hotchner book reads as if 
it's written by a writer, and further- 
more a writer for whom English is 
the mother tongue. Take Chapter 
One, sentence one: “We were oiuy. 
ten minutes out of Paris when the 
plane hit a stone wall, and rocked 
violently, and fell interminably be- 
fore righting itself." If Loren really 
sounds like that, then I apologize. 

Still, hers is a fabulous soap 
opera, the tale of an illegitimate ur- 
chin from the slums of Pozzuou. 
sleeping four in a bed with rela- 
tives, starved into stealing food 
during the war, and so career-im- 
pelled by an ambitious mother that 
she was banged on the head every 
lime she made a mistake while 
practicing the piano.

NEW YORK. March S tNYTi — 
Phil Bieber was taken aback to read 
that when Steve Cauthen decide;! 
to ride in Europe for a year he 
didn't- consult his agent. Harry 
Hacek, who heard of the jockey's 
plans on television and was under- 
standably upset. “Most race-track- 
ers." Phil wrote, "myself included, 
felt that Steve was a guy with class 
and perhaps he had good reasons. 
Anyway, the incident stirred some 
memories. 

"In 1917 a match was arranged 
at Laurel between Omar Khayyam. 
Frederick Johnson's Kentucky Der- 
by winner. and August Belmont's 
Hornless. trained by a brilliant Sam 
Hildreph. Sam named Jimmy 
Butwell to ride. The largest crowd 
ever assembled in Maryland was on 
hand and the riders were already in 
silks when Hildrcph’s stable agent. 
Frank Hacketu entered the jockey 
quarters. 

“Abruptly he ordered Butwell to 
remove lhe Belmont colors and give 
them to Frankie Robinson, who 
would ride Hourless. Neither 
Butwell nor Robinson had any ad- 
vance notice. When the change was 
posted on the infield jockey board, 
there was an uproar. 

Rumor in the Saddle 

"Robinson rode a perfect come- 
from-behind race and Hourless 
won by a length. NaturaiJv. rumors 
flew. One story was that Arnold 
Rothstein. the big gambler, had 
heard that Butwell was betting on 
Omar Khayyam and had told Hit- 
dreph about it. When the jockey 
change was posted. Rothstein made 
a huge bel on Hourless, knocking 
his odds down from 11-10 to 4-5. 

“Neither Hildreph nor Rothstein 
ever discussed lhe matter, and the 
mvsteTy has never been cleared up. 

“Then there was the case of 
Frank Keeney and Keeney Park. A 
wealthy owner of theaters in 
Brooklyn. Keeney was a plunder 
who loved to hook up with other 
heavy players on horse-for-horse 
bets. In the early 1930s he opened a 
track between ' Jacksonville. Fla., 
and Si. Augustine. 

"In those days New York racing 
shut down for the winter. Many 
players, bookmakers and top joc- 
keys moved down to Keeney Park. 
The inaugural meeting progressed 
but noi profitably. 

Sharing the Secret 

“Middle-aged Keeney seldom 
was seen without two or more 
beautiful young girls. To stay 
young.* he would say. “you must 
think and act young.’ ' 

“One day die crowd waiting for 
lhe first race was startled by an an- 
nouncement that the day's program 
had been canceled. No reason was 
given, and all efforts lo locale Kee- 
ney failed. Since there was no 
action, my brother Isidore went to 
ihe beach. 

“There we came upon Keeney, 
surrounded as usual by beautiful 
females. When we recovered from 
our surprise. Isidore asked. 'Frank, 
what's going on? Everyone is look- 
ing for you.' Keeney was undis- 
turbed. 'This morning.' he said. ‘I 


decided lo quit so I picked up my 
friends and here we are. Keeney 
Paris is finished. You'll read about 
it in the laic editions.' 

“Remember Elizabeth Arden 
and the way she would hire and fire 
trainers without warning? She had 
begun her career as a nurse and. 
being brilliant, turned to manufac- 
turing cosmetics, where she made a 
fortune. She then put together 
Maine Chance Farm, a fine breed- 
ing and racing establishment. 

Meeting the Hired Help 

“In Lhe 1930s we were stabled at 
Hialeah with the Maine Chance 
Farm directly behind us. Some 
mornings very early, before the 
trainer arrived. Miss Arden and a 
female companion would come 
down from Palm Beach. They 
would walk up and down the shed 
with Elizabeth questioning grooms 
and other help and her companion 
taking notes.

been discovered fa artifacts from ancient Nu- 
bia in Africa. 

Until now it had been assumed that at that 
lime the ancient Nubian culture, which exist- 
ed in what is now northern Sudan and south- 
ern E*ypi. had not advanced beyond a collec- 
tion of scattered tribal clans and chiefdoms. 

The existence of rule by kings indicates a 
more advanced form of political organization, 
in which many chiefdoms are united under a 
more powerful ruler. ’ 

The discovery is expected to stimulate a 
new appraisal of the origins of civilization in 
Africa, raising the question of the extent to 
which later Egyptian culture may have de- 
rived its advanced political structure from the 
Nubians. The various symbols of Nubian roy- 
alty that have been found are the same as 
those associated, in later times, with Egyptian 
kings. 

The new findings suggest that the ancient 
Nubians may have reached this stage of polit- 
ical development as long ago as 3300 B.C.. 
several generations before the earliest docu- 
mented Egyptian king.

The significance of the artifacts, which had 
been in storage at the university's Oriental 
Institute, was noi fully appreciated until last 
year when Bruce Williams, a research associ- 
ate. began to study them.

But it was the picture on a stone in- 
cense burner that indicated we really had the 
tomb or a king.” 

On ihe incense burner, which was broken 
and had to be pieced together, was a depic- 
tion of a palace facade, a crowned king sitting 
on a throne in a boat, a royal standard before 
the king and. hovering above the king, the 
falcon god Horus. Most of the images are 
ones commonly associated with kingship in 
later Egyptian traditions. 


The portion of the incense burner bearing 
ie body of the king is missing. Williams said. 


but scholars are agreed that the presence of 
the crown — in a form well known from dy- 
nastic Egypt — and the god Horus are irrefut- 
able evidence that the complete image was 
that of a king. 

The majestic figure on ihe incense burner. 
Williams said, is the earliest known represen- 
tation of a king in the Nile Valley. His name 
is unknown, but he is believed to have lived 
approximately three generations before the 
time of Scorpion, the earliest-known Egyptian 
ruler. Scorpion was one of three kings said to 
have ruled Egypt before the start of what is 
called 'the First Dynasty, around 3050 B.C. 

Williams said the dating was based on 
correlations of artistic styles in the Nubian 
pottery with similar styles in predynastic 
Egyptian pottery, which is relatively well 
dated.

He said some of the Nubian artifacts bore 
disconnected symbols resembling those of 
Egyptian hieroglyphics that were not read- 
aole. 

“They were on their way to lileracv," Wil- 
liams said, "probably quite close to Egypt in 
this respect." 

He said it was not known what the ancient 
Nubian civilization was called at the time but 
that he suspected it w’as Ta-Seti. a name 
known from Egyptian writings that means 
“Land of the Bow." referring to the weapon 
that apparently was deemed characteristic of 
peoples in that port of Africa. 

Williams said there were accounts in later 
Egyptian writings of the Egyptians attacking 
Ta-Seti some time around 3000 B.C. This is 
jusi about ihe time, according to the archaeo- 
logical record, when a major cultural transfor- 
mation began in that part of Nubia. Little is
